BOHAN CONVICTED.

Queens County's Prizo Fiend

Promptly Found Guilty.

Tho Man Who Dellboratoly
Gouged Out His Wife's Eyes.

A Sad Sceno In Judge GarrotUon's
Court- - Uoom.

Loxo Island City, Bopt. 17. There was a

sad scono in Judgo Garrattson's Court of
Sessions for Quoons County, in Long Island
City, when William Bohon was

for trial for tho fiendish crimo of
gouging out his wifo's oyos.

Mrs. Bohon, a mttldle-agc- matronly
woman, was surrounded and supported by
hor three married dnughtorB, Mrs. John Hoff-

man, Mrs. John Wiosl nud Mrs. John Barry.
Ilorslstor, Mrs. William N. Torrill, was also
present in court.

Mrs. Jlohau was drcssod entiroly in black,
nnd on her eyes woro bondagos. Sho will
novcr see again, and tho story of hor abuBO is
a singularly horrlblo ono.

Her husband seems to havo a peculiar
mania for this sort of cruelty, for he de-

prived his wifo of sight by two doliborote
acts moro than two yoars apart. Just
after Faster. 1880, Bohan became infuriated
at his wife becauso she refused to give him
a small sum of money, her possession of
which he had discovered, and, rushing upon
bcr, ho thrust his thumb into her loft eye,
and attempted to gougo it out. so damaging
it that tho bight was completely destroyed.

After that ho froquently declared thnt somo
lay ho wonld have hor other eve out. and on

July ill, of tho present year, ho carried out
bin threat.

Bobnu was tho propriotor of n low saloon
at Itockaway Beach, nnd his brother lived
with him and his wifo. On July DO tho
brother loft, baying that ho was going away
to work.

William Bohan did not coma homo that
Httudn night, hut put in an appearance next
day. lie wns pnrtinlly intoxicated, aud was
pinogoin his talk with his wifo. Ho accused
hor of driving his brother away, and
when sho denied that she had anything to do
with Ins going ho throw an oar of corn at her
head, but missed her. This only mado bim
moro furious and nrising he approached her.

Tho daughter, Mrs. John Hoffman, sat on
hor mother's knee ut tho timo, and sho says
that her father took her mother's
head between his hands, holding
it as m a vise, and that whilo
'h6 thus held her head, be thrust his thnmb
into her right eye and gouged it out so that
it lav on her aheek.

Bohau ran away, but returnod after two
days and was nrrested by Conatablo Jones
and confined in tbe Queens County jail
without bail. The Grand Jury found
two indictments against him, one for tho
offense of 1880, and the other for that of last
July. J. M. Heaman appeared as his counsal
in the trial boforo Judgo Garretsou, and District-

-Attorney Fleming prosecuted.
To tho avorugo mind it seems strango that

the abused wife should have lived with such
a beast, especially after hor first injury,
The devotion of a wifo is past reason.
After Bohan's arrest, and while he was con-
fined in jail, Mrs. Bohan visited the place
and cried as If hor heart would break, be-
cause Sheriff Mitchell refused to allow hor to
meet hor brutal husband.

prisonment.

At 11 o'clook Bohan was brought into
court by Sheriff Mitchell. He is a square- -

blinking, and ho sat in a crouching attitude,
his oyes flitting furtively from object to ob-
ject, but novcr rising to tbe lovel of the faoos
of the curious spectators in court.
